TOWN COUNCIL 

In the Town Council the mayoral 
chair is to be refilled.

SCHOOL BOARD 

A public meeting of the ratepayers 
of the School Board is timed to take 
place at 10 o’clock on Monday fore- 
noon, when a report of the year’s 
work will be given. The retiring 
members of the Board are Messrs. 
McElhoes and Sly, both of whom 
are eligible for re-election. 

RURAL MUNICIPALITY

The 
reason for the query is the grain 
prices offered at the present time, 
which are 19 cents less on wheat 
and correspondingly less on other 
on other kinds of grain than at 
the same period last year.

Last year the farmers lost a lot 
of money through the early frosts 


and wet weather of the fall, 
which lowered the grade, but 
they were hoping, with the 


better grade of grain this year, 
todo somewhat better. But so 
soon as the grain began to come 
‘into the elevators in quantity, the 
price went down, until now the 
prices of good grain are litle 
more that of hog feed last year, 
Is it any wonder, therefore, that 
farmers tend to become discour- 
aged 
The reason given for the low 
price is the good crop that was 
harvested all over the world, 
and the grain being rushed in 
such quantity as to sw np the 
market. These have undoubtedly 
alot todo with it. The average 
small farmer, however, has no 
alternative but to sell his crop as 
soon as it is threshed, for he 
needs the money, and his credit- 
{ors are constantly after him 
{Some relief may be afforded from 
this by the amendments to tae 
Bank Act which will come for- 
ward this session of the Domin- 
ion House, and which willem- 
power the banks toloan the farm- 
er money on grain, ‘The specul- 
ator can borrow money on grain.

KEEP GARS MOVING 


How Business Men are Urged to As- 
sist in the Movement of Grain

That the business men and 
manufacturers of Eastern Canada 


realize the necessity of providing all 
cars possible for the transportation 
of Western Canada’s grain crop is 
shown by a circular sent out during 
the past month by the manager of 
the Transportation Department of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
to its three thousand members. Af 
ter speaking of the danger of conges- 
tion this fall, the circular urges al 
manufacturers to assist in the move- 
ment of grain as follows: 

“Upon the ability of the railweys 
to move the crops promptly will de 
pend to a great extent the busin: ss 
welfare of the country. Everybeds 
can help by facilitating the movement 
of any cars he consigns or receives, 
namely, by loading and unloading as 
expeditious'y as possible. Every time 
the loading or unloading of a car is 
needlessly delayed the available sup 
ply of cars is correspondingly re 
duced. If a shipper by his own act 
reduces the available supply of cars 
he cannot very well complain of a 
shortage. Cars are furnished for 
transportation, not for storage, and 
every one used for storage reduces 
the number available for transporta- 
tion. The annual crop Movement 
around October 1st brings a car 
shortage lasting about four months, 
during the bulance of the year there 
is usually a surplus. By moving as 
much as possible of your freight in- 
wards and outwards within the next 
few weeks you will be helping your 
Belf, the railways, and all others com 
cerned.”

It is Believed That Bulgaria 
Demand the Capitulation of Several 


Will Not Likely Accede-—Cholera 

Complicates Matters. 

Constantinople. — Nazim Pasha, 
commander-in-chief of the Turkish 
army; Izet Pasha, chief of the general 
| staff of the war office and later com- 
| manéer-in-chief in Yemen, and Chaden 
Bey, counsellor of state, have been 
| appointed as Ottoman plenipotentiar- 
ies lor the negotiation of an armistice 
with the Bulgarian representatives. 
| The question of pésce.bulks large 
| in the foreground The fact that the 
| officlal communication with regard to 
(the Bulgarian reply issued at both 
Constantinople and Sofia) make no 
mention of preliminary conditions, has 
given rise to comment, as jt was gen- 
erally expected that Bulgaria would 
insist upon fixing a basis before con- 
senting to enter upon negotiations 

Indeed the belief was very eral 
that Bulgaria would demand the capi- 
tulation cf Adrianople and other fortl- 
fied places and the foreign minister 
recentiy stated to the ambassadors 
that Turkey would refuse to entertain 
any such stipulation. 

Apparently Bulgaria has found good 
reasens for icfraining from such an 
atiitude, esoecially ‘as the entering 
upon pour parlers will not compel the 
suspension of hostilities until the ar- 
mistice has been actually signed. 

As has already been pointed out, 
the question of cholera complicates 
| the issue at Tsechatalsa and it is rumor-

Ratepayers Meeting 


HARMONY PREVAILS 


On Monday evening the members 
of the Town Council came before 
the electors to give an account of 
their stewardship, as required by 
the election Act. There wasa fairly 
good attendance of the public, but 
there was not the slightest jarring 
note in the whole proceedings. It 
was indeed, quite a love feast 

Mayor Lambert, in opening, said 
the present year had been a very 
busy one for the Council. They 
came into office in the latter part of 
1gtt, and in that year they had 
held 11 meetings. During the pre- 
sent year they had held 34. He 
was glad to be able to say that he 
had attended every meeting. At 
the beginning of the year a good 
deal of their time had been taken 
up with the question of waterworks 
and sewage schemes. They found 
out that it would be wise to drop 
the water and sewage scheme for a 
while and go in for other improve- 
Their work in connection 
with the waterworks 
had not been lost, for it 
very useful in future times. 

The sidewalks which had 
constructed during the year were a 
boon and an asset to the town, and 
the firewalls were also a very val- 
uable asset to the town’s safety. By 
them the rate of insurance on the 
west side of Second Street had al- 
most been cut in halt. They would 
also be of benefit to the rest of the 
town, for they might have the effect 
in the case of a fire from preventing 
it spreading over the whole town 
The sidewalks and firewalls had en- 
tailed a good deal of expense, aod 
they had issued debentures to cover 
it. They had not floated these yet 
because of the unsatisfactory state 
of the money market at the present 
time. This had handicapped the 
Council to a certain extent. 

With regard to pnblic lighting, 
the Council recognised that it might 
be a considerable time before the 
natural gas Company took up their 
franchise here, and they had ordered 
one gasoline street light as an ex- 
periment. This would be placed on 
the square between the two banks, 
and if it proves satistactory the 
probability was that several more 
would be purchased. The Council 
had done their best, and they were 
content to be judged on their past 
record. He had worked hard in 
their interests, and was prepared to 
do the same again if they honored 
him with their confidence for another 
term. 

One of the questions that would 
come up shortly was that of the 
Parks. The Council and the CPR 
had been some time in drawing up 
the agreement for the lease, but it 
was now all completed and only a- 
waited signature. The town want- 
ed a good baseball diamond and 
also a good skating rink. They 
would find sites for both of these in 
the new park. Whatever Council 
came into office would he hoped 
take this in hand, With regard to 
bylaws, some of the old ones wanted 
altering and some new ones made.

AY person who is the sole head of a tamily, ot 


or any male over 18 years ok’, may homestea 


& quarter section of available Dominion land i 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appeer in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy moy be made at any agency, on certain con- 
ditions by father, mother, son, daughter brother ot 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties~ Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his fathes mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteac -rin good standing 
may pre-empt a quareer-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties —Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

_A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for 
a purchased homestead in certain districts.
